Committee on Revision of the 
Presbyterian Creed Issues 
Important Statement. 



Report Is Tentative and Will Be 
Considered at the Next 
General Assembly. 



New Constitution of Methodist 
Episcopal Church Approved 
By Majority. 



Pittsburg, Fa., Dec. 20.— The Presby- 
terian creed revision committee has is- 
sued the following statement through its 
secretary, Uev. Dr. Henry Roberts:

"ii cr lal revision met ut Washington, 

December 4, ami remained in session 
until December M. The work accom- 
plished 111 the meeting consists of a 
brief statement of the reformed faith in 
it 11 technical terms and also a declarator}' 
statement. The statement of the re- 
formed faith is contained In LO articles, 
and the declaratory statement covers 
chapter chnpter 10, section :: : chapter 
25, section ii of the confession of faith, 
as specified In the assembly's instructions 
to the committee, and also additional 
statements as to the 'Gospel' and 'Holy 
Spirit.' The work thus far done is al- 
together tentative, is not for publication 
and is to be considered at another meet- 
ing of the committee to lie had in Phila- 
delphia, February 5, 11(02. The commit- 
tee, also appointed a sub- commit tee of 
five, consisting of F. TV. ('. Humphrey, 
Drs. McKibbin, Fisher. Nichols an. I 
Moffat, to prepare a tentative revision of 
the confession of faith, of the several 
]>oints contained in the instructions of 
the committee above named, the same 
to be considered tit the February meet- 
ing, along with the declaratory -stale- 
men t."

Chicago, Dee. 2(1.— Announcement was 
made here today that the new oonstitn- 
tion of the Methodist Episcopal church 
which was adopted at the last general 
conference of that denomination, held at 
the Auditorium in 1000, and referred t<i 
the various conferences tKroiifrhotit the 
country, has finally been approved by 
the throe-quarters vote required. The 
vot^e is as follows: Ayes, ,N,fH!S; nays, 

The element wfiiidi opposed the now 
organic law of the church because it 
provided for the admission of women us 
delegates to the general conference, 
made war on the constitution all nlon^' 
but met -with defeat. 

One hundred ami twenty-one nnnnnl 
conferences voted on the question, n to- 
tal of 10. 7(H) ballots being east by dele- 
gates. The principal changes provided 
for in the new constitution are: 

It gives women the right to sit as 
ili-legates in the general conference. 

It gives laymen's electoral meeting's 
authority to vote in constitutional ones, 
turns. 

It changes the vote necessary in the 
general eoirferen'-e to amend the con- 
stitution from three-fourth- to two- 
thirds.

FROZEN ON THE TRAIL. 

Louts Lindeman Discovered Almost 
Lifeless on Atliu Trail. 

The first serious accident to occur on 
tlie Northern trails this winter is re- 
ported iu recent advices from Skagwny. 
iLouis Lindeman, an old man about CO 
years of age, was found frozen on the 
ice and snow near Tope*', and was taken 
to that place for medical treatment. A 
report reached Skagwiiy to the effect 
that be was lying in a precarious condi- 
tion and the chances were that he would 
not survive. 

Lindeman left. Log Cabin three weeks 
ago for Atlin. When near Tepee his 
suowslmes broke ami after floundering 
around awhile in the snow his limbs be- 
came frozen. When found be was un- 
conscious and extremely near to deam. 

Very meagre particulars hud been re- 
ceived of the case wiien the last boat 
left Skagwny. It was known, however, 
that the man's partner was the first one 
to find him, ami it is evident by thai 
that the two*beenmo separated. Sev- 
eral residents of Tepee helped carry the 

poor man to that place. 

The trail on which Mr. Lindeman met 
with the .accident connect* Atlin with 
the rest of the Yukon camps during 1be 
winter lime. It is known as the "cut 
off" and joins the Skagwny trail at Log 
t'abin. Tepee is about ll! miles distant 
from Log Cabin towards Atlin. The 
country is low, swampy tin.', barren.

Reaches Poai 



China Mutual Liner Has a Very 
Stormy Passage From 
Far East. 



Round the World Freighters Will 
Hereafter Make This a 
Port of Call 



Steamer Ping Suey, of the China 
Allium! line, reached the outer wharf 
li\>t night after a fust passage or 14 
days from Yokohama, on the last lap of 
her round-the-world voyage from Liver- 
pool. The LMng Suey left Liverpool ou 
October 17 an. I steamed via the Suez, 
Aden, Colombo, Singnpi 
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ing. This is mostly Chinese; mid Jap- 
anese goods froui the Orient, although 
there is also some small consignments of 
freight from Liverpool f.>r Victoria iiier- 
• limits. For the Siiund the steamer has 
a large cargo of through freight, includ- 
ing shipments of bricks from Liverpool, 
salt from fSIasgow, and general Chinese 
and Japanese freight; infact, the I'ing 
Suey has a cargo of all sorts from jute 
to j:>ss still, including shipments from 
many countries. 

The liner— the first to reach port Rince 
the storm— encountered the force of the 
gale on Christmas Pay at 1:1:45 p.m., 
when in latitude 48.50 north and 17:1. - 
:it west. The barometer fell to 28.00, 
and a gale blew with great fury from 
the southwest, shifting afterwards to 
the northwest and causing a very high 
sea, which threw great waves over the 
steamer. The wind was fair, however, 
and she ran before it, thus heing enabled 
to make better weather of the gale. Al- 
though the steamer's decks were swept, 
no damage resulted. 

The Ping Suey, which is a fine cargo 
steamer, of 4,150 tons, is the first of the 
China Mutual to call at Victoria, hut 
according to her officers, Victoria is 
hereafter to be made it port of call for 
the liners, and all will call at the outer 
wharf, bringing fuiglil inward and load- 
ing what freight is offering for the out- 
bound trips. 

The stenmer Oopack — now under char- 
ter to Dodwcll oc Co.— will arrive on 
Monday to load about S00 tons of salmon 
for Japan. 

Todav other vessels arc looked for 
from the Orient. The Glengarry is due 
from Kobe, and the Athenian 'is duo 
from Yokohama, having sailed a day 
later than the Ping Suev. The steamer 
Duke of Fife is due on Monday.

From North American, 

U. S. Consul John C. Covert, at Lyons, 
writes to the State Department at 
Washington an interesting report on the 
tobacco industry iu France. Tho to- 
bacco business iu France, he says, is a 
monopoly of tho government, no" indivi- 
dual 'having the right to make or sell a 
cigar or to sell tobacco in any form 
without a permit. 

The retail shops," he continues, "aro 
generally kept 'by women, the widows of 
soldiers or olllcers, often by old soldiers 
themselves. I am told that the widow 
of an officer of high rank sometimes finds 
it necessary to petition for permission 
to keep a retail tobacco and cigar store, 
which she places in care of an agent, 
and her connection with it remains on- 
ly unknown. In all the large cities 
of France there are also establishments 
called tohacs de luxe, wtbore tho finer 
kinds of cigars and tobacco are sold and 
imported. They arc owned by the gov- 
ernment, are in charge of men appointed 
by seme, and are not permitted to r 
tail, us the state is hoc disposed to com- 
pile with the individuals whom it has 
authorized to open cigar stores. 

"To have the right to keep a retail to- 
bacco and cigar store is considered a 
privilege worth workt..g for, and it is 
said' that every change of ministry is 
sure lo give an opportunity to the exer- 
cise of the nppointh power of the gov- 
ernment, which augments the number of 
lealers.

leaf. Tho domestic costs $17.27 per "Jill 
pounds, and the imported -S-7.SS per 21)0 
pounds. Thirteen million kilograms 
(28,005,000 pounds) of the imported to- 
bacco comes from the New World, most- 
ly from the Uiiited States, and the larg- 
est quantity of this (called Hurley; is 
from Kentucky. 

"The director of the works in Lyons 
gave mo particulars about the business 
here and in other parts of 'France. There 
are 20 factories in France — three in 
Paris and the others in the large citi-s, 
Ln 189!) they employed 17.1S4 hands, 15,- 
7M1! of whom were women and girls. Be- 
sides these, thero are 714 persons em- 
ployed as directors, overseers, foremen, 
ote. Next year the factory in Lyons 
will make "2,000 kilograms (48,501 
pounds) of fine-out chewing tobacco, 
170,000 pounds of common smoking to- 
bacco, 170,000 pounds of pure Mary- 
land, 88,000 pounds superior (< iposed 

of a couiibi nation of Kentucky, Mary- 
land and the best domestic), and 2,530,- 
000 pounds of common, called 'Seaffer- 
lati,' a cheap smoking tobacco. This 
very cheap tobacco is used on the fron- 
tiers, where smuggling is preval- 
ent, to meet the competition of the con- 
traband article. Large quantities are 
also sold to the inmates of infirmaries 
and poorhousos. 

"The state tobacco factory nt Lyons 
will next year innnufacturo 5,500,000 
cigars that sell for two cents, and 1,- 
250,000 one-cent cigars, 20,000,000 cigars 
sell tit one and a half cents, and 
many millions of cigarettes. 

"Tobacco is grown in Franco, but 
largo quantities are imported from the 
United States, Brazil, Cuba and Java. 
Of the imports from the United States, 
t from Ohio is the favorite as re- 
gards packing and general preparation. 
Maryland stands highest for cigarettes, 
and Kentucky is pronounced good for 
strong smoking tobacco, this being im- 
ported in larger quantities than any 
other American tobacco. As far as I 
have been able to learn, no one here 
knows anything about the line Connecti- 
cut tolbaceo, so popular in America witli 
all genuine lovers of good cigars. I 
feel confident that if an effort were 
made, a good market -would bo found 
for it iu France. The Connecticut 
wrapper and seed tiller ought also to 
be popular among the cigars de luxe in 
France, 

"As the cigar business in tho United 
States, especially outside the large cities, 
is carried on largely in small shops and 
in families, a description of the work- 
ings of the factory in Lyons may 
prove interesting, and perhaps useful. 
The factory is a four-story 'building, 
covering three acres of ground. The 
first thing done to the tobacco, prepara- 
tory to its transformation into cigars, is I 
to soak it in salted water. Then, in- j 
stead of pressing tho weed to free it | 
from Its strong rank odor— contracted I 
largely while being packed i 
lnent — it is dried iu a hollow 
that revolves 100 times p 
After tho tobacco is strippoi 
are placed into large, vats, 
sure, a stream of water 
slowly through them, and t h 
expressed is .-old for sixtee 
quart. Last year the Lyons factory 
realized nearly 2,0(10 francs ($380) from 
this source. One quart of this juice con- 
tains -10 grams of nicotine— sometimes 
ns high as 00 grams. It is sold to vet- 
erinary surgeons, who use it upon ani- 
mals aiCflietod with the jtph or other skin 
diseases. Large quantities of it. aro Ox- 
ported to Buenos Ay res, where. I am 
told, it is regarded as a cure for sheep's 
itch. 

"Whon cut and ready for market, the 
tobacco is packed by machinery, the 
labor of three girls contributing to make 
each package. One places the wrapper 
around tlho tin frame, another places 
this in a wooden orifice and tills it with 
the tobacco, which has been weighed by 
a third person. A slow hydraulic pres- 
sure is then brought down ui>ou the to- 
linceo, slightly reducing it, when the tin 
forms are handed back to the first per- 
son, wfho finishes the packing and pro- 
pares another form. Tho git in work 
very actively. Tlrree of thorn pack 
12.500 packages a day, their wages 
heing, respectively, (10, 70 and 75 cents 
per day. Thus 12,500 packs of tobacco 
are done up for albout .$2.05, not count- 
ing the use of the machinery. 

"No one but women and young girls 
are engaged in making cigars, cigarettes 
and fillers, and in cutting wrappers. 
The work is all done ou the principle of 
a division of lal>or: the cutting of the 
wrappers, the breaking of the fillers, the 
rolling up of the laMer in t'he w-rapper, 
and the putting of the little kinky head 
on tho cigar, al! of which is done by one 
person in the small shops in the United 
States, is done by five different indi- 
viduals in the state tobacco factory in 
this city. Tho womnn who cuts the 
tobacco "does it with n 'little revolving 
wheel blade on the end of a handle, in- 
stend of with tho usual cigarmaker's 
knife. She cuts ninny thousands of 
wrappers a day. the work all holng 
measured by weight, and the girls or 
women to "whom the wrappers and 
fillers are brought ready for use make 
from 200 to 800 cigars n day, for which 
they receive 45, 50 and (!0 cents. 

"One hundred and eighty - eight 
women and girls, from 10 to 28 years 
of age, work ten ihours a day in the 
cigar department, and only one of them 
earns as high as $1 a day. Their situa- 
tions are very desirable, and there is now 
a list of applications for places contain- 
ing over 500 names. Thero is one filler 
machine, on which two women break 
1,500 fillers per day. A cunning nia- 
ehino in use here, invented by an em- 
ployee, mnkos the bend on cigars after 
they are rolled, mid does the work of 
about n dozen hands. Another ma- 
chine which, I t»'j>*; • American 
invention, makes 1-10,000 cigarettes per 
day. Most of the lxixes in which the 
cheap cigars nre ptu-'k-o'l are made of 
earilboard. The wooden boxes are

■ MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

The people of Victoria will have a 
good deal t cupy their attention dur- 
ing the next few we*ks. They will not 
only have to select: a representative for 
the city in the House of Commons and 
one also in the Logisltttnre, but they will 
have lo pronounce upon the question of 
the extension of the sewerage system 
itiul elect a new City Council. The 
questions involved in the Muncipa.1 elec- 
tions are of very considerable import- 
ance, for they not only relate to the ex- 
penditure of a great deal of money, but 
have the most important bearing upon 
the health and comfort of the citizens. 

When the sewerasjc bylaw was defeat- 
ed List fall the understanding generally 
was that the total op|>ositiou vote had 
been polled, and that it' a reasonable 
effort had been made to see that those 
favorable to the project had gone to the 
polls, the by-law would have been car- 
ried by an overwhelming majority. The 
City Council has acted very wisely in 
resubmitting the question at this early 
day. The active friends of the inove- 
■nienl For the introduction of the Septic 
tank system arc perfecting their organi- 
zation in a manner which removes any 
question us to the full vote being cast 
when the time comes. There can hardly 
be any necessity for making an argu- 
tmenl in favor of the passage of the by- 
law. It is quite truo that occasionally 
Wo find someone who is not satisfied 
that the Septic Tank principle lias been 
;i great success which it is claimed to be, 
bill we have yet -to learn of any method 
of dealing with anything to which some- 
body has not taken objection. The 
weight of opinion is clearly in favor of 
the application of the system to those 
iparts of Victoria to which it is proposed 
to apply it. and it will be a very serious 
mistake we think for the ratepayers not 
to declare themselves favorable to its 
inti iductioii. 

It lias not been the custom of Victoria 
newspapers to take much part in the 
al'l rinanie campaign, and the Colonist 
•docs not propose to depart in any great 
degree from this rule, but there are it 
tfew things which the voters would do 
well to take into consideration in select- 
ing gentlemen, who are to act for them 
in tin.' municipal matters in the coming 
year. It is certainly desirable that the 
fiasco in connection with the Point Kl- 
•lice Bridge should not be repeated. It 
is also of extreme importance that the 
very best judgment shall be exorcised 
in determining the character of the 
structure to be creeled across the arm. 
A new complexion has been given to 
the question by the suggestion of a stone 
bridge instead of the steel one. The 
aldermen to be elected in the course of 
two or three weeks will probably have 
to decide thus, and at any rate they 
will be charged with the duty of super- 
intending the expenditure of more, than 
one hundred thousand dollars in this one 
work alone. 

Then there is the matter of the .Tames 
iBay flats. The work has been very 
satisfactorily inaugurated, and in the 
opinion of a good muny people the most 



difficult stage has been passed. But 
much remains to be done. After the 
work has been completed there will re- 
main the question of what is to bo done 
with tho reclaimed area. More than 
the usual amount of street improvements 
must be undertaken during the next year, 
and generally 1902 seems certain to be a 
period of unusual activity in municipal 
affairs. Under these circumstances it is 
highly desirable that the best selections 
available will be made from among 
those who have placed their services at 
the disposal of their fellow citizens. Ex- 
perience should have some weight, as 
also should energy and public spirit, 
which new candidates for aldermen are 
likely to bring to bear upon their work. 
Wo shall not, at this early day at any 
rate, endeavor to name who in the opin- 
ion of the Colonist ought to be chosen 
from among the candidates, but it is 
not too soon to impress upon the citizens 
of Victoria that the forthcoming muni- 
cipal election is, if not the most im- 
portant, at least one of the most im- 
portant that has ever been held in the 
history of the city. In this connection 
reference may .be made to the occasional 
meetings held at Spring Ridge f>r the 
discussion of municipal matters. These, 
if not always resulting in conclusions of 
value, at least stimulate a laudable in- 
terest in municipal affairs and enable 
those who attend them to get more close- 
ly in touch with such matters. It would 
bo an excellent thing for the City gen- 
erally if the example of the people of 
Spring Itidge were followed elsewhere. 

IMI'KltlAUSM. 

That which we call Imperialism is 
only a phase of a movement which char- 
acterized the latter part of the Nine- 
teenth Century, anil was far more gen- 
eral in its operations than tho British 
Empire, with which it is generally now 
connected in the public mind. The 
movement became conspicuous tirst of all 
in Italy, where in the year 1SU0 the 
revolutionary party declared that it was 
lighting for the unification of the Italian 
'Peninsula under one government. Tho 
struggle then began, continued until a 
United Italy became established. We 
next find the movement showing itself 
in Canada, resulting in the formation 
of the Confederation as it exists today. 
Previous to this, however, a war of sep- 
aration had been precipitated in the 
United States, but the sentiment for 
racial unity was stronger than the an- 
tagonisms out of which the War of 
Secession arose, and even than those 
(.•rented by it, so that in the end tho 
United States was more firmly welded 
together than ever. The noise of tumult 
had scarcely subsided in America when 
it. was renewed in Europe and out of tin- 
turmoil there came a United Oermany. 
The latest illustration of the tendency 
to racial consolidation is afforded by tho 
Australian Colonies. Meanwhile, evi- 
dences of a general tendency towards 
such unity have not been absent from 
other countries. Norway and Sweden 
have remained united notwithstanding 
the great difficulties which threatened 
their continuance, as a joint monarchy. 
The confederation of the Swiss cantons 
has been more firmly established. Not 
many people are aware that Swiss unity 
and the governmental conditions of that 
mountain Republic, of which we hear so 
much said favorably, are of very recent 
development, and are regarded by many 
| of its people themselves as only experi- 
mental. In Latin- America there have 
been several spasmodic attempts at 
[ bringing about the consolidation of the 
! various republics, which in 1S21 were 
emancipated from Spanish rule, and al- 
though they have not yet eome to any- 
thing, but on the contrary there is at 
| present rather more than tho usual 
amount of discord between them, the 
frequent recurrence of this movement 
towards consolidation only affords the 

stronger pi f of the widespread nature 

of the sentiment. 

Under these circumstances there is 
nothing surprising in she fact that the 
various branches of the British Umpire 
'arc evincing a growing desire from year 
to year to become more closely identified 
with each other. What we speak of as 
the imperialism of the Empire is nothing 
more than this: It is the desire of peo- 
ple having a common origin, common 
traditions, a commo/i language and a 
common system of laws to act in con- 
cert upon all questions having a common 
interest. If the demand for a united 
Oermany, of which Bismnrk was a greal 
promoter was, so laudable, why ought 
Germany to object to a similar demand 
on the part of the British people? 

Imperialism in the United States is 
quite another matter. It is associated 
with the acquisition of new territory; it 
implies a gain by conquest or otherwise 
of such possessions as may be thought 
necessary to full national growth and 
development, in which respect ii is in 
no way different from the imperialism 
which led Krancis Joseph of Austria 
to endeavor, early in the sixties, to ex- 
tend his sway over Italy. This is not 
to say that the policy or the I'nited 
States in the West Indies and the Philip- 
pines cannot be defended. There is no 
necessity for expressing an opinion on 
that point, because jt is not involved 
in the subject with which we arc en- 
deavoring to deal, but it is only right 
to imiiit out that the imperialism of our 
neighbors Slid thai of ourselves are dis- 
tinct and separate sentiments.

If the prejudice so long entertained in 
this country Unit Dcainess is incurable 
could be removed, a long step would lie 
muUe towards the uradicutiou of that 
too common iniiruiity. Why people suf- 
fering from defects of hearing

On the 22nd of November Charlie 
Crozier, the little four-year-old son of 
Mr. J. Crozier of Chemaiutis, disappear- 
ed from his home and as ho had been 
.seen playing on a government barge ly- 
ing in that harbor it was presumed that 
he had been drowned. This report was 
published in the Colonist at the time. 
Since 'then the harbor, which is shal- 
low at this point, with n sandy beach, 
has been thoroughly dragged, but no 
trace has been found of the child. This 
has led the parents to believe that he 
has fallen into . the hands of Indians and 
a search is being made among the In- 
dian tribes of the coast for him. All 
officers have been instructed to make in- 
quiries and the parents have offered a 
reward of $50 for information that will 
lend to the recovery of the child. 

The' government has offered nil addi- 
tional $50 as it reward. The child has 
a fair complexion, light hair, and large 
blue eyes. When last seen ho wore a 
blue .blouse, with anchor buttons, brown 
trousers, and Out heel shoos. 



n'l Kill Him. -The Victoria S. P. 
. has rather a puzzling ease on hand 
tow. A few days ago a constable 
ser/ed a horse belonging In nil old col- 
ored man who lives near Elk bike. The 
horse was so old nnd battered up that 
its progress towards recovery was ex- 
tremely slow. Dr. Hamilton declared 
it to be one of the worst cases he had 
ever seen. Recently the owner of the 
horse was allowed out on suspended 
sentence, having allowed the poor ani- 
mal to stand several hours in the rain. 
If the horse was destroyed it would be 
II merciful net. but the magistrate has 
no power to order it. and unless the 
owner concedes, nothing can be done.

Other disasters were reported yester- 
day, and the end is seemingly not yet, 
for tho storm seems to have covered 
a wide area and when the full tale of 
disaster to shipping is told it is feared 
that it 'will he as great, if not greater, 
than that which resulted from the liercn 
southeast gale of Dee. 11 and 4. The 
wreck of the Minnie E. Caine, a fine 
new four-masted lumber .schooner owned 
by Capt. E. E. Caine and others of 
Seattle on Smith island, about 25 miles 
from this port, was reported yester- 
day by the tug Pioneer, which came 
from d'ort Townsend, for the Santa 
Clara, and the .steamer North Paeitic 
on her arrival from Seattle yesterday 
morning brought news that the Nippou- 
Vusen-Kaisha liner Shinano Maru, 
which sailed from here tor the Orient 
on the l!)th, had returned to Port Towh- 
send with her cargo on lire. The steam- 
er Oscar is safe at Tacoma and the 
Trader reached Union in safety. At 
Seattle the German hark Itobert Kiek- 
mers dragged her anchor and ran into 
the schooners Stinisou and .Mildred, 
causa ng some damage to both vessels 
The Santa Clara is still hard and fitsl 
on the rocks of Trial island, lying ovel 
on her port beam, her hull pierced in 
places by the rooks. The Bankbnrn i- 
sal'ely anchored in Kanaka bay near 
OuttlO point of San Juan island, where, 
after several searches her master found 
her with the tug Hope yesterday. Tin 
Benjamin Packard is still at anchor neni 
the Outer wharf where she drifted dur- 
ing the storm. 

The worst wreck yet reported is that 
of the Minnie 10. Caine, which arrived 
nt Port. Townsend some days ago from 
San Francisco under charter to load 
lumber at Chemainus. She was being 
towed from Townsend during the storm 
to tho British Columbia mills by the 
tug Mystic and a nine-inch hawser part- 
ing she was driven on the rocks or Smith 
island, which lies about 15 miles north- 
west of Port Townsend and about 25 
miles from Victoria, facing Deception 
p.ass\ The light on the island can he 
seen from Beacon Hill on dear nights. 
The Minnie E. Cnlne was blown shore- 
ward rapidly, and she piled up hi«h and 
dry on the northwest corner of the is- 
land in n most exposed position, where, 
if the wind arises, she will in all proba- 
bility be broken up. The lug Pioneer, 
which reached the Outer wharf yester- 
day morning, went to the scene and 
Cnpt. Nielsen reports that the hull of 
the white lumber schooner is badly 
broken, and it was thought she would 
be a total loss. The crew made their 
way ashore easily, for the vessel was 
thrown well up on the island. 

THE S.VNTA CLARA. 
The Santa Clara is expected to lie 
saved. The tugs Pioneer and Mystery 
were at work endeavoring to haul her 
from the rocks yesterday without suc- 
cess, the Pioneer breaking n nine-inch 
hawser while attempting to free the 
ship. This morning at high tide the sh'p 
will be lightened, and the Pioneer will 
make another effort to haul her free 
from the rocks which hold her on Trial 
island, where she has been held prisoner 
since Thursday morning. She went cm 
by the stem, but is now held by the 
rocks along her whole keel, the rocks 
puncturing the port side in places, and 
at low water she looks a picturesque 
wreck, listed over on to her. port beam, 
with her yards not far from the perpen- 
dicular. The tii:; Mystery took out Capt. 
J. (J. Cox's Lloyd's surveyor. Diver Mo- 
Hnrdy, IT. F. Billion and others yester- 
day morning, and an examination or the 
stranded ship was made above and be- 
low water.

SIIINANO MARU ON MKE. 
The big Japanese liner Shinano Maru, 
which was laden to her capacity with 
cotton. Hour, machinery, steel, etc., 
rallied at £400.000 is afire at Port Town- 
send at which port she arrived on 
Thursday morning at -t a. m. when the 
lug storm was at its height, with sig- 
nals ol' distress Hying. She dropped 
anchor and kept signalling the shore for 
assistance, but as the gale kept up at 
was deemed unsafe to attempt to reach 
the great liner, notwithstanding her ap- 
peals. 

Finally, as the day more on, the Brit- 
ish vice-consul Oskur Klocker, at Port 
Towiisend, chartered the little steamer 
\\ ildwood and despatched her to tho 
iShinano. The Wildwnod's officers, ac- 
cording to their report to those of the 
North Pacific, were told by the Shinano's 
crew that a lire hud broken out in the 
hold of the Oriental liner. 

The Sound steamer brought meagre 
details of the fire on the Shinano .Maru 
and tho steamer Majestic, when she 
reached port yesterday afternoon did 
not bring any further particulars. When, 
where, or how the lire started was not 
stated, and the wires being still clown 
hist night, details will not hi* received 
until the North Pacific arrives this 
morning. The officers of the Majestic 
say the steamer was about to go into the 
wharf at Port Townsend where the fire 
department could put a stream into her 
hold. F. M. Studley. ngent of the- line 
at Seattle chartered a tug to proceed to 
the distressed steamer and arranged 
with Capt. Libby to send the tug Pio- 
neer to the vessel's assistance, ns tho 
Pioneer is well equipped with pumping 
machinery and apparatus, being specially 
lilted for wrecking purposes. The Pio- 
neer had left for Victoria, however, 
before a message could he sent to her, 
and is salving the Santa Clara. 

STORM WAS WIDESPREAD. 
, That the storm covered a large area 
is shown by the. reports received hy the 
steamer Majestic on her arrival yes- 
terday. A despatch from Astoria says 
the .storm created havoc there among 
local shipping and many of the small 
craft drifted anchors and went, on the 
beach. The only serious damage done 
was to the plant of Hale & Kern, which 
has been used to remove the old wreck 
of the Sylvia do Grasse. The barges 
which were more than 1,500 tons burden! 
were completely annihilated and driven 
on the beach, entailing a loss of about 
$2,000. 

A despatch from Cray's harbor savs 
under Thursday's date: News from tin- 
coast, this afternoon brings no tidings of 
wrecks, hut the severity of the gale and 
the- shoreward direction of the wind 
en used much anxiety for several ves- 
sels at sea bound for this port. 

CAULK BROKEN. 

The steamer Otter left last night for 
Vancouver with tin- cable laying barge 
Klee-tron, which lias been lying idle for 
so long in James Bay, the barge being 
needed at Vancouver for the work of re- 
pairing the cable torn up by the steamer 
Aorangi, when the big liner dragged her 
anchors during the storm. 

Tho cable station at Vancouver was 
wrecked by the storm and logs piled 
agaanst it. The bark Elizabeth Nichol- 
son dragged Jier anchor across Vancou- 
ver harbor and went broadside aguinst 
Hastings' mill wharf. She broke her 
copper shenl kings over the bows, but 
no holes were stove in her. Tin- bow of 
the steamer Active was carried light 
into the whni-r and the vessel badlv 
damaged. 

Fifteen small steamers went adrift at 
Vancouver and were all more or less 
damaged. 

On Thursday afternoon several cases 
tor Alaska salmon, together with a small 
amount of wreckage, which may he from 
a steamer on her way down "from the 
Klondike- were washed ashore. The sal- 
mon may. however, have had a different 
origin and so far there is no absolute 
evidence that a marine disaster lias ec- 
cun ed. 

Wreckage has been picked up in the 
gulf, including cases of the Alaska 
Packer's company salmon, marked 
"J odd, Icy Pass." These are thought 
lo Ik- from a southbound Alaska steam-

STORM STRIKES S.VI/P iDAIvE. 
Suit Lake, Dec. 20.— The storm which 
has been raging throughout the north- 
ern interniouutain country today struck 
Suit Lake at 2:110 this afternoon with 
a suddenness and fury that startled the 
residents. 

From a dead calm the wind increased 
with remarkable rapidity, and within a 
few moments had attained a velocity of 
fully 50 miles an hour, bringing with 
it u blinding snow storm, which raged 
with the fury of a blizzard Tor over two 
hours.

King's mangled body was found at 
the bottom of a deep gorge, having 
been blown from the train while almost 
in the centre of a trestle.

The 
European costumes mingled with the 
bright Oriental dresses made the scene 
various and vivid with colors, while in 
the 1 lining were seen many fair-faced 
Bethlehem women. At the Church of 
the Nativity, at Bethlehem, the Latins, 
the Creeks and the Armenians each have 
a place of worship, but the ceremonies 
which attrncted the thousands were 
tlio.se at the Catholic church. Through- 
out the morning crowds Hocked to the 
magnificent Church of the Nativity, in- 
closing the cave believe*] by many schol- 
ars lo be the actual birthplace of Christ. 
It was brilliantly illuminated. 

During the afternoon a multitude of 
people crowded the great square front- 
ing the church, covering the housetops 
011 every side. The procession then ap- 
peared, the Patriarchs escorted by Tur- 
kish soldiers preceded by the Knwasses, 
or official guard of the Patriarchs and 
convent, advancing to the church. Fol- 
lowing the sacredotnl procession came 
that of the French consul and his staff, 
in uniform, with an escort of mounted 
guards, he taking precedence as rep-re- 
senting France, the recognized guardian 
of Catholic interests in the Holy Land. 
Following his entry into the church 
(•nine the beautiful service of vespers, 
and the benediction. In the evening 
tin; church was never without its crowd 
of worshipers. At 11 o'clock matins 
were sung and a few minutes before 
midnight all wnn hushed. Then on the 
stroke of the hoar the "Gloria" arose, 
all kneeling in profound adoration, to 
usher in Christmas morning. 

Immediately afterward the Patriarchs 
ascended the high altar and commenced 
to celebrate high mass. Thenceforward 
throughout Christmas day every altar in 
in the sacred edifice was occupied by 
priests saying masses. Many devotees 
who took their places at 10 o'clock 
Christmas evening kept their vigil until
